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Dear Don, 

Replying to yours of September 20th, I will be very glad 
to supply some samples of the fused material for the mineral col¬ 
lection of the University with the understanding that they will be 
placed in a case where they cannot be handled and that none of the 
material will be taken home, as I cannot be responsible for the 
material cnee It has left my hands. 3ome of che material has 
more radioactive content than other pieces and over a long period 
would be dangerous if anyone .kept it next to his skin or gave the 
material away for mounting in brooches or necklaces, as a few 
people have already none. 


In particular there were soma small beads obtained around 
N 1000 which X believe were produced from the material swept out 
in the scoured crater. It was fused in the air, hardened, and 
then fell in perfectly spherical form at N 1000«, This stuff is 
hotter than the other. 


All the pieces I have are quite small—1-1/2 by 2 Inches. 

If this is big enough, I will send it along. I have green, red 
and yellow pieces, depending upon tho Iron content, and believe 
it would be sufficient for your needs. I expeot to be east in 
October and will bring the material to you if you let me know by 
then.
